Ihe Central Committee of Mapai.is 
due to. meet this week-end in an 
attempt io reach some decision which 
will help to resolve’ tne deadiock 
preventing the formation of a Coalt- 
tron Government 

Earlier in the week, Mr. Isract Rokach. 
the General Zionist leader. called on Mr. 
Sharetit. at the Acting Prime Mbniste: 
request. He and Mr. Shareti discussed 
the differences of views which are holding 
up the formation of a Cabinet 

It understood that very httle progress 
was made as a result of the meeting, and 
that the Gencral Ziomsts ATC 
thar the minimum = qualification for 
Parhamentary representation should be a 
live. per cemt electoral support ai the 
polls. 

Last week the General Zionists 
dropped their demand for a minimum 
representation figure of ten per cent and 
indicated that they were prepared to 
compromise at the relatively low figure 
of five. They are also adamant on the 
question of foreign exchange resiricttons. 

Meanwhile. it 1s learned that the Pro- 
gressive Party has tacitly accepted a 
figure of four per cent as a basis for 
Parliamentary representation and . that 
Mapai has been using the period of dis- 
cussion and deadlock to attempt to find 
a method of agreement with the religious 
parties and with Mapam. This last ques- 
tion will certainly be one of the main

strengthen the ties between them and the 
Jewish State. He knew that the Depart- 
ment had a specific purpose. .t was, 
as he understood i, principally to 
strengthen the links between the gola 
and the State. It wanted to encourage 
among the Jews of the gola a feeling of 
being alive to what was happening in 
Israel, and it also Wanted Jews. particu- 
larly those in the professions, to go to 
Israel to live there. 

The Chief Rabbi paid tribute to the 
Department for its successful organisa- 
tion of the seminars and he expressed his 
delight at the number of young pcople 
present. 

Sir Leon said that the seminars not 
only had the advantage of preparing 
young people for life in Israel but of 
preparing them to be good Jews in this 
country. 

He stressed the importance of forging 
a close hnk between the Jews of Israel 
and of Britain. The seminars, he added, 
had become a permanent feature of 
Jewish life in this cowniry. 

Dr. 1. S. Fox, Hon. Secretary of the 
Zionist Federation and Chairman of its 
Hebrew Day School Commitiec, empha- 
sised the need for, more Jewish day 
schools, 

Dr. George Webber referred in par- 
ticular to the beautiful Friday night and 
Shabbat atmosphere which pers ided the 
seminar. The lectures. he said, were a 
pertect biend of modern and traditional 
Judaism. He pointed to one of the oil 
paintings hanging on the walls of the 
hall—that of the late Dr. Claude Monte- 
fore who. he recalled. was a founder and 
benefactor of the EFroebel Institute and 
whose son. Mi Leonard Montefiore, was 
now ws Chairman. 

Both the Chief Rabbi and Sir Leon 
Simon visited the three sections of the 
seminar and took part m the discussion 
on the lecture given by Dr. Wallenstem 
onthe history of the Jerusalem Bible.

GLASGOW 

One of the resolutions carned at 
the annual conference of the Inter- 
University Jewish Federation, held last 
week-end in Glasgow, urged that the 
education department of the Federa- 
tion should, as part of ws policy, 
encourage constituent societies to 
arrange days devoted to Jewish study. 

Ihe conference welcomed the setting 
up in Manchester of the Institute of 
Jewish Studies. and instructed the educa- 
tion department to investigate the posst- 
bilities of co-operation. 

On the subject .of the Hillel House 
proiect. in London, satisfaction was 
expressed at: the settlement of many ol 
the diflefences on the plan which had 
existed between the Federation and the 
Binat Bruh, 

The importance of modern Hebrew 
pronunciation in ensuring the future unity 
of ihe Jewish people was stressed, and 
the copference “ regretted the continued 
enforcement by the Chief Rabbi of the 
rule against. modern Hebrew im syna- 
gogucs and in Hebrew and religion 
classes. 

Over 100 delegates. representing 19 
universities, took part in the conference. 
On Friday night delegates attended a 
reception at the home of the Rev. Dr. 
I. K. Cosgrove, J.P., and Mrs. Cosgrove, 
and a conference service was held at the

POALE AGUDA YOUTH

Ezra, the youth organisation of 
Poale Agudat Israel, discussed the 
need for extending its activities in this 
country, at the annual conference, heid 
from Thursday of last week to Sun- 
day, at Bognor Regis. The conference 
was combined with the annual winter 
Seminar, in the course of which 
Rabbis Solomon Halpern and G. Ellin- 
son. Director of Studies of Ezra. con- 
ducted shiurim on halachic aspects of 
Jewish marriage law, and Mr. R. 
Amir, the Israeli Consul in London, 
introduced a debate on Israels funda-

primarily in North-West London—under 
the guidance of Rabbi Ellinson. They 
were the only youth movement in _ this 
country, he stated, to employ a rabbi 
in a full-time capacity for the regular 
study of Torah—an experiment that had 
already proved most successful, and one 
that had to be extended to other aress. 
As a result of these shiurim, Ezra would 
be able to train young men and girls 
io act as organisers of new groups and 
aS leaders of synagogal youth clubs. 

The report and accounts were adopted 
after a debate, in the course of which 
some criticism was voiced against the 
leadership for neglecting areas outside 
Golders Green, and for not stating more 
cleafly the ideological aims of Ezra. 
Among fhe resolutions that were adopied 
was one calling for more educational and 
organisational activities which would 
increase the number of _ religious 
chalutzim. 

Ihe following were clected to the 
Executive in a ballot (in which the men 
could vote only for male candidates, 
while the girls voted for candidates of 
hoth sexes): Messrs. R. Rothschild, J. 
Feust, E. Hoffman, and D. Feust, and the 
Misses R. Ehrentreu_ and J. Strauss.

mental problems and its relationship 
with world Jewry. 

The conference and seminar, which 
were held under the leadership of Mr. 

L. Rothschild, Secretary and Trea- 
surer Of Ezra. were attended by about 
60 representatives of the various groups 
in London. 

Presiding the organisational 
session, Dr. K. M. Jacobsen stated that 
the progress made by their movement in 
North-West London could. and should. 
be extended to other parts of the metro- 
polis and the provinces. There were 
thousands of Jewish children and youth 
in this country who could be recrutied 
for religious chalutziut and, if properly 
taken care of, would provide a valuable 
element for aliya and a source of strength 
to the existing religious kibbutzim in 
Israel. During the last few years, he 
added, about 30 members of Ezra had 
gone to the Jewish State—a figure on 
which the movement would have to 
improve considerably, 

Mr. Rothschild. who presented the 
annual report and accounts, said ‘that 
during the past year Ezra had organised 
three summer camps. two of which had 
been held in Holland in conjunction with 
the Dutch religious youth organisation, 
Hashalshelet. In addition, they had sent a 
group of boys and girls to Israel on a

course for madrichim (leaders) of the 
movement. He emphasised that the lack 
of madrichim was one of the main 
obstacles to the revival of senior Ezra 
roups tn North and Fast London and 
or expansion in other parts. Another 
obstacle was the lack of finance and the 
absence of proper premises for their 
growing movement. 

In the year ended November 30,°1953, 
Mr. Rothschild stated, expenditure 
(£1,790) had exceeded income by £277. 
In the coming year Ezra would need 
abodt £1,500 for its ordimary expenditure 
and a similar sum for.new premises in 
North London, for which they were now 
negotiating. They would also need a 
special fund to finance the scheme of 
religious studies, which had. been under- 
taken successfully—for the time being 


Cohn, the emissary from the Isrueli 
Ezra}, Mr. Amir declared that. Isractis 
did not ask themselves whether the Jewish 
State could survive: they took this for 
granted. But if the Jews in the Diaspora 
posed that question—as it had been posed 
at the seminar—they should also ask 
themselves what they could do to ensure 
that Israel should survive.

Putting the Poale Agudist point of 
vitW, during the discussion, Dr. Jacobsen 
said that the kibbutzim of the Poale 
Aguda bore witness to the. fact that it 
was possible to build a modern and 
technically efficient society based upon 
the Torah. 


YOUNG ZIONISTS 


“ The Federation of Zionist Youth 
has room within its ranks for all those 
with a sincere attachment to Z1on, 
whether their aim be aliya or support, 
in the Diaspora, of the Jewish State,” 
said the Chairman, Mr. Donald Silk, 
in his address to the 19th annual con- 
ference of the F.Z.Y., held at the 
Glen Hotel. Westcliff-on-Sea, over the 
week-end. Over 100 delegates and 
observers, representing 23 affiliated 
societies. in Great Britain, attended 
the conference. 

Among the resolutions passed was one 
congratulating the Ziomst Federation on 
ws activities in the field of modern 
Hebrew education in Jewish day schools 
and expressing “ profound conviction that 
it is the duty of the Ziontst Movementand 
all individual Zionists to play an effective 
part in all Jewish educational movements 
in this country in order that we should 
bring the inspiration of Israel into the 
educational institutions of this country.” 
On the proposal of Mr. Leshe Bernard 
it was decided to form a Federation of 
Zionist Youth Fellowship, comprising 
former members of the Federation. 

The conference opened on Friday 
morning with the organisation session, 
when Miss Naomi Deganit spoke on 
“F.Z.Y.—a Mass Movement.” On 
Friday evening, speaking on “A Plat- 
form for the Federation of Zionist 
Youth,” Mr. David Rivim, Emissary to 
the Youth and Education Department of 
the Jewish National Fund, asserted that 
Zionist youth movements in the Diaspora 
must regard aliya or preparation § for 
aliva as their primary aim. Mr. E. 
Woolfson, Chairman of the Glasgow 
Zionist Organisation, presided... 

The conference sermon was preached 
by Rabbi P. Shebson on Shabbat morn- 
ing. On Shabbat afternoon 4 session 
was conducted in Hebrew, at which the 
importance of Hebrew education for 
members of constituent societies was 
emphasised. - This. was followed by. an 
address. by Rabbi Shebson. On Satur- 
day evening the education session was 
addressed by the Emissary to the Federa- 
tion, Mr. A. Fisenstat. He spoke on the 
necessity for Hebrew education in Jewish 
day schools.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A PROMISE OF REDEMPTION 


And they hearkened not unto 
Moses for impatience of spirit and 
for cruel bondage. (Exodus vi, 9.) 


N these few concise words the 

text describes a people's despair. 

Israel in Egypt had been given 
a glorious promise of redemption, 
but they could not appreciate it. 
Moses had conveyed to them the 
fourtold forecast of salvation—" I 
shall bring you forth”; “I shall 
save you ; “I shall redeem you ”; 
“| shall take you.” He had even 
given them the promise of a new 
land where they could start a new 
life, but they would not listen. They 
were too disspirited. The Egyptian 
bondage seemed irrevocable. It had 
not only crushed their bodies, it had 
warped their outlook on life. 

Was their attitude to be condemned 
or sympathetically understood ? Could 
Moses continue with his charge when 
they proved so uncooperative ? The 
efiect which their obduracy had on 
him is recorded, He felt that his task 
was hopeless. How could he approach 
Pharaoh. when his own people would 
not support him? “Behold, the 
children’ of Israel hearken not unto 
me. how, then, will Pharaoh 
hearken ?” This, too, was a cry of 
despair. A people which suffers from 
an inadequacy of spirit is not easily 
guided and controlled or stimulated 
to action. 


RUT the desperate plight of. that 

gencration can be understood. It 
was a generation which was born and 
bred in slavery. They had no historical 
precedent which could inspire confi- 
dence. One cannot: project oneself 
to the future without some past from 
which to draw encouragement. What 
is commonly called historical perspec- 
tive can be derived only from a long 
and varied past history. israel in 
Egypt was denied this boon. Fathers 
could only recount to their children 
how they had suffered. Generations 
of slavery had bred despair. Despair 
cannot breed hope. 

How different is later Jewish his- 
tory |! The ultimate exodus from 
Eeypt set the tone for every subse- 
quent historical experience. The ful- 
filment of the fourfold promise of 
redemption became the symbol of 


Israel's constant hope. In every age 
when some form of enslavement was 
imposed on Jewry the experience of 
that great salvation served as an his- 
torical precedent. The bumlen could 
be endured only because one could 
project oneself into the future and 
dream of a new redemption resembling 
that of the past. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
rabbinic commentators did not con- 
demn the Israelites’ attitude in Egypt. 
They did, however, condemn in 
harshest terms the behaviour of the 
Bnmediate post-Exodus generation. 


g’ The generation of the wilderness ” 


deserved severe treatment. For they 
had a precedent upon which to create 
a healthy and sober attitude of mind, 
if they were considered to be lacking 
in far the condemnation was 
warranted. 


THAT a profound lesson can be 
learned irom these negative 
descriptions. The Torah wisely indi- 
Cates Certain forms of behaviour 
which should not be adopted. or, as 


the rabbis put it. “from the general 
negative. principle you can deduce fhe 


Faith in the future is an essential 
requisite to human happiness. This 
applies to the needs of a nation, as 
well as to the requirements of the 
individual. Jewry has been aware of 
this truth:for centuries and. therelore. 
clings tenaciously to its hopefulness, 
And ‘we have reason to hope still. 
For divine promises are fulfilled: and 
none have reason to despair of the 
ultimate redemption. What happened 
Once can happen again. Let not 
present anxicties cast so deep a gloom 
upon our minds that we become 
another generation of the wilderness. 
We have good reason to be grateful 
for past benefits and, relying on them, 
we .can adopt a sane outlook towards 
the future of redemption vet unborn.

SIR JAMES FRAZER 


Today's centenary of the birth of 
Sir James George Frazer, O.M., 
recalls the long life’s work—he lived 
until 1941—of the world-famous 
scholar who made such outstanding 
contributions to the study of compara- 
tive religion and folklore. His most 
notable work was, of course, “ The 
Golden Bough,” and among many 
others were “Folklore in the Old 
Testament” and “Passages of the 
Bible Chosen for their Literary Beauty 
and Interest.” As regards the last- 
named book, in the preface to the first 
edition (1895). he wrote, “ My explana- 
tions of the text of the Old Testament 
are necessarily given at second hand, 
since | know no Hebrew ™; but in the 
preface to the second edition (1909), 
he was able to write, “| have now 
read through the Old Testament in 
Hebrew. and my admiration of it has 
only been deepened by a_ closer 
acquaintance.”

NEW PLANS: FOR 
SHNAT SHERUT 


Organisational Changes 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Abraham Elisenstat, Director of 
the Shnat Sherut scheme in Europe, 
has returned from 4 visit to Holland, 
Denmark, and Sweden. In an inter- 
view he told me that the scheme was 
being keenly supported by. Scan- 
dinavian Jewry, who saw in it a 
means to combat assimilation among 
the youth. 
to be intensified, and it was planned 
to start a hachshara centre in 
Denmark. 

As a result of the experience of the 
last three and a half years the Shnat 
Sherut scheme was to undergo consider- 
able changes, Mr. Eisenstat said. One 
of the main problems had been the 
absorption of Shnat Sherut members by 
kibbutzim. it had now been decided 
that Kibbutz Ushar, near Haifa, should 
be the centre for the absorption of the 
Shnat Sherut members. To accelerate 
the. integration of members into 
the life of the country, a_ five-month 
Ulpan course is to be organised. Half 
a day will be devoted to work and 
half a, day to the study of Hebrew, 
Jewish history. and other Jewish subjects. 

After pointing out that the Shnat 
Sherut scheme had been extended from 
one year to 18 months, and that scholar- 
ships would be available for deserving 
young people, Mr. Ejisensiat said it was 
planned to expand the scheme to include 
protessional people. He stressed that 
this would not in any way clash. with 
the work of Patwa. It was intended that 
young Jewish people who had tinished 
their studies should go to Israel and 
work in hospitals. factories. and trades 
in order to help the State. 

About 150 young people. Mr. Ejisenstat 
said, had gone to Israel! under the Shnat 
Sherut scheme. About 60 per cent ‘of 
the members were from Britain... and the 
rest from . Scandinavia and other 
countrics. More than $0 per cent of the 
young people have remained in Israel. 

Mr. Eisenstat, who is to return: to 
Isracl early this vear. stressed that. the 
Shnat Sherut scheme had now become a 
permanent feature of Zionist activity.

AUSTRIA 


W.J.C. Statement 


[COMMUNICATED] 


A World Jewish Congress spokes- 
man declared last week that at the 
last meeting of the Board of Deputies 
Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., “ is reported 
as having stated that ‘the idea 
that any organisation should attempt 
to represent British Jewry when 
the Board has been representing 
them for years will not only harm the 
work of the Board, but will also wreck 


Jewish approaches on important 
matters.. Mr. Janner was said to have 
protested that, ‘without the know- 


ledge of the Board, which is a member 
of the Conference on Jewish Claims 
Against Austria, a press conference 
had been arranged on Austrian Claims 
by the Information Department of the 
World Jewish Congress, adding: “tt 
will not do and it cannot be done. 

“This statement,’ the World Jewish 
Congress spokesman said, “docs not 
accord with the facts which were known 
to Mr. Barnett Janner three days before 
the Board of Deputies’ meeting. Neither 
is it correct to say, as THe Jrwisn 
Curonicie does in tts issue of Decem- 
ber 25, that the press conference was 
‘convened by the World Jewish Con- 
gress, British Section.’

“Th World Jewish Congress was 
requested, at short notice, by the Jom 
Executive Board for Jewish Claims on 
Austria, to organise in London a press 
conference for Dr. Nahum Goldmann.

vant Jews. The Government was 
prepared to cover only 60 per cent of 
the budget of this independent school 
system, Though religious Jewry could 
not see the justification of this decision 
they accepted the fact and had under- 
taken to raise the remaining-40 per cent. 

Rabbi J. M. Abramovitz, a member of 
the Tel Aviv Muricipal Council, said 
that the meeting had been called to 
express confidence in the decision of the 
Gedolei Hatorah. He had a firm belief 
that ultimately Torah education would 
win the day in Israel. The speaker gave 
figures to show the widespread interest 
in the religious school system in Israel, 
Stating that they needed not only 40 per 
cent of the budget but also an additional 
budget to cover insiruction above the 


normal five hours conceded by the 
Government.

Federation’s Plans 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A special committee of the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, composed of three 
members of the Va’ad Harabbanim. 
three Honorary Officers, and seven 
representatives of Federation Syna- 
gogues, has been set up as a first step 
in an attempt to approach Jewish 
youth and children who are so far 
not associated with any form of 
Jewish educational or social activities. 
This attempt is an integral part of the 
Federations scheme for a revival of 
Jewish life m the East End. The other 
part deals with the amalgamation of 
redundant synagogues and the estab- 
lishment of a youth centre. 

The decision to set up the commitice 
was taken at the conference, convened by 
the Va'ad Harabbanim at the beginning 
of December, when it was also decided 
that “cach synagogue should send a 
questionnaire to all its members, asking 
for the names of their children from the 
age of six and upwards. The question- 
naire asked whether they atiended 
Talmud Torah, religion classes, clubs. o: 
any other Jewish youth organisation 


Talmud Torah Pupils 


The second conference, held at the 
premises, and under the auspices of the 
Vaad Harabbanim (34 Setiles Street, 
E.1), ong} uesday, was informed by Rabbi 
J. H. Cymerman, Chairman of the Va‘ad. 
who presided, that both the Va'ad and 
the Hon. Officers of the Federation had 
slecied their represeniatives to serve on 
the commitice. [They were, respectively : 
Rabbis Cymerman, [. Rudnick, and M. 
Fisher, and Messrs. |. L. Cymerman, H 
Siemhart, and L. Gayer.] Calling upon 
the synagogue delegates to clect ‘they 
seven represcniatives to the commiliee, 
Rabti Cymerman stated that anly about 
S40 Jewish children, out of a Jewrsh 
population of 20,000, atiended the 
Talmud Torahs in the East End.

PAYMENT TO CATTLE 
SHOCHETIM 


London Shechita Board's 
Decision

_ The London Shechita Board. meet- 
ing under the chairmanship of its 
President, Mr. H. Gaventa, at 29 Alie 
Street, E.l, on Wednesday, agreed to 
the unanimous recommendation of 
the Executive Committee that the 
Original rate paid to cattle shochetim 
and shomerim for beasts slaughtered 
over the number of 125 per week be 
reintroduced. This rate amounted to 
8s. for shochetim and 4s. for 
shomerim (as compared with the 'pre- 
sent’ payment of Ss, and 2s. 6d. 
respectively), 

The recommendation, which was made 
in reply to a demand by the Agudat 
Hashochtim V'Hashomrim (Catile Sec- 
tron), adds that “such payment shall be 
lef; lo the discretion of the Hon Officers 
until such time as meat is derationed.” 


It will affect 19 ‘“shochetim and 16 
shomerim. 


Happy Relationship 


Moving the adoption of the recomen- 
dation, Mr. Gaventa referred to the 
happy relationship and co-operation 
between the staff and the Board and 
declared that when meat came. off the 
rauion the whole question of salaries 
would have to be reviewed anew.

“WHY GOSPELS ARE 
CONEUSING ” 
Author's Views

Reasons why he believed that the 
Gospels, as they were known today, 


were Confusing, contradictory, irrecon- 
cilable, and had become anti-Jewish 
were given by Mr. Joshua Podro, joint 
author with Mr. Robert Graves of 
the new book. “ The Nazarene Gospe! 
Restored,” when he .addressed the 
London Jewish Graduates’ Association 


at the Arts Theatre Club, London, 
last Luesday. 
Mr, Podro \ od that he and Mr. 


Graves had underiaken their work after 
agreeing on a number of premises. They 


were of the opinion that the messianic 
sect under Jesus's leadership had Jewish 
national aspirations, and like all othe: 
Jewish sects. it was ante-Roman. The 


Nazarene movement was strictly follow- 
ing the Pharisaic teaching and in every 
respect believed ‘in *‘.c immutability and 
eternity of the Torah. 

The original Gospel teaching, 
added, was made up mainly of midrashic 
allusions to passages in the Old Testa- 
ment. T Jewish  assimilationists, 
with Paul’ at their head, sought to 
denationalise this messianic movement by 
preaching against the Torah, against 
Pharisaic authority, against kashrut and 
Sabbath observance, and finally agains! 
circumcision. 

Internal misfortunes and the zeal of 
Paulinism. preaching an casy religion in 
an uneasy world had caused the move- 


ment to become predominantly Gentile. © 


The assimilationisis, together with the 
Gentile Christians, suppressed the original 
Aramaic verbal gospet and had sought 
to remove from it. any anti-Roman 
allusions, while the blame for crucifying 
Jesus was shified io the Jews. 

In addition to deliberate falsification 
there were many mistakes and blunders. 
The Greek scribes did not. understand 
Jewish life and were often confused when 
reporting rabbinical discussions or argu- 
ments. Jesus, Mr. Podro said, was a 
pious Jew. 

-. Mr. Podro said that he and Mr. Graves 
did not asseri but only — suggested 
ssible solutions of difficult passages. 
hey had compared parallel passages not 
only in the Testament, but also 
Greek writings of the period, the writings 
of the Church Fathers, the. Mishna, 
Tosefta, the two Talmuds, and the earl 
Midrashim. They had attempted, with 
the help of critical analysis, to restore 
a significant chapter in Jewish history.

MR. ZEEV SHIND 


Rescued Thousands from 
. 
Nazis 

Mr. Jens Borcuarp writes: “ Mr. Zeev 
Shind who died last week in Haifa at 
the age of 44 was successively Director 
General of the Israeli Munisiry of 
Defence, Director of Ports and Shipping. 
and an active member of the board of 
the Zim Shipping Company. 

His great achievement, together with 
a small group of men, was the rescuing 
of thousands of Jews from Hitler's gas 
chambers, in face of almost insuperable 
difficulties. Submarines, warships, and 
‘planes patrolied the Mediterranean and 
the Black Sea and the gates of Palestine 
were closed. It may yet be many years 
before the full story of the Aliyah Beth 
will be known, and until then no final 
appraisal of the precise contribution of 
each of the three or four members of 
the Inner Council of that movement can 
be made. One member, however, was 
aiways mainly responsible for the raising 
and administration of funds, and one day 
world Jewry will be amazed to learn on 
what limited financiad resources this truly 
gigantic enterprise was built. Fora con- 
siderable tume Zecv Shind was in charge 
of the task of pro\ ding the ships and 
their human cargo 

* This unassuming fair-haired member 
of Ayelet Hashachar (a kibbutz in Upper 
Galilee where he has now been buried).

Hé had had no economic 
or administrative training or experience 
of shipping when he was sent to join 
the Jewish underground movement in 
Poland shortly before the Second World 
War. Yet a few vears later he was 
organising. on a scale never before known 
in maritime history. a desperate venture 
of blockade-running with shipload after 
shipload of human contraband.”

was approved with littl opposition. 
Presenting the financial report, Dr. G. 
Josephthal said that fund-raising in 
Canada and Britain had fallen short of 
expectations. Income from Britain had 
declined sicadily in the past three years. 
Nevertheless, they had received 
£75.000.000 in the past year from the 
Keren Hayesod; Youth Aliyah gppeals ; 
the Internatonal Refugee Organisation ; 
the proceeds of heirless Jewish property 
in Germany: German reparations; 
loans: and through the utilisation of 
stocks of agricultural equipment. 

The estimated expenditure in the 
coming year, said Dr. Josephthal, was 
based on the assumption that immigra- 
tion would remain at the present low rate 
of 12,000 per annum. The bulk of the 
funds would be spent on agricultural 
settlement. 


Mr. Sharett's Address 


The Political Commiitee—one of the sia 
groups si up to discuss various Controver- 
sia! w:sues—-heard detailed. reports on all 
the main political problems facing Isracl. 

Mr. Sharett addressed the Commitice 
for four hours, replying to questions afd 
giving an exhaustive review of the present 
SHuation. Optimistic reports submuaied to 
she Commitice on the possibiliues of 
emigration from Eastern Europe were 
described as completely without founda- 
tion. While Russia was repeatedly being 
asked +o use is influence with other East 
European countries tO permit Jews to 
emigrate, there were no signs that the 
emigration resirictions in those countries 
would be eased. Russia's conunued sup-

Selective Immigration 
On Wednesday, resolutions were 


approved calling on the Executive to 
examine the conditions governing the 
selection of immigrants so that they be 
made less rigorous; expressing concern 
over the recent wave of emigration from 
Israck—the Executive was instructed to 
take all necessary steps to halt this 
tendency: and appealing to Jews in 
countries where no emigration restric- 
tions exist to “ make the need for immi- 
gration into Israel and preparation for 
it one of the main principles of their 
public, social, and personal life.” 

In his opening statement, Dr. Gold- 
mann said that the last few weeks of 
political crisis had shocked the Jewish 
people out of dangerous illusions and 
had shown that the political consolida- 
tion of Isracl was possible only with the 
help and support of the overwhelming 
majority of the Jewish people all over 
the world. Groups and organisations 
which had never before been concerned 
with Israel had rallied behind the State 
in “a matter [the Qibya incident] which 
has not been easy for Jews abroad.” 


Co-operation with Non-Zionists 


He added: “ We mus; learn from this 
that there is a need for a strong and 
politically surnable Zionist Organisation 
ever ready to sound the signal for co- 
ordinating all those Jewish forces which 
ate ready to help the State whenever 
necessary." That meant that they had 
to be fully acquamted with the polrucal 
situation and be given the feeling that 
they were being corsulicd. To achieve 
this aim, he suggested the formation of 
a Jewish Council for Israel as the per- 
manent body to implement tasks to be 
undertaken jointly by Zionists and non- 
Zionists 

Referring to the organisational struc- 
ture of the Zionist Movement itself, Dr. 
Goldmann agreed that the abolition of 
parties ‘at this stage was impracticable. 
but he proposed the organisation § of 
territorial unions so that direct member- 
ship could be obtained by persons not 
affilhated to any party. 

During the general debate, Mr. Janner 
and Mr, Margulies, two of the five 
British delegates—the. others are Dr. 
Levenberg. Mr. A. Abrahams, and Mr. 
Goldbloom—expressed differing views on 
the future structure of the movement in 
Briain. Mr. Janner contended that each 
country was entitled to decide for itself 
the kind of o ganisalion ji wanted. rhe 
existing machinery in Briain was quite 
effective.

DISCRIMINATION IN 
EMPLOYMENT 


American Investigations

The enactment of fair employment 
practices legislation in 12 States and 
3% cities (covering three-quarters of 
the total Jewish population of the 
United States) and the present high 
rate of employment throughout the 
country has caused complacency 
among the Jewish community on the 
question of employment discrimina- 
tion, it was reported at a conference 
here last week of experts from 
America and Canada, who surveyed 
Jewish employment problems, 

The conference, arranged by the 
National Community Relations Advisory 
Council, was told that the Bureau on 
Jewish Employment Problems recently 
investigated 2,000 posts advertised with 
commercial employment agencies § in 
Chicago. Over 90 per cent were white- 
collar jobs of a routine clerical nature. 
But despite the acute shortage of white- 
collar workers, more than 25 per cent of 
the advertised posts were specifically 
closed to Jews. The 239 firms which 
discriminated against Jews included 
banks, insurance, finance and investment 
companies, publishing houses, and 
advertising agencies, 

A survey by the Los Angeles Depart- 
ment of Employment showed that 17 per 
cent of the 54.535 posts advertised in 
January, 1951. discriminated against Jews. 
One-third of all professional and mana- 
gerial posts advertised were discrimina- 
tory, and more than SO per cent of these 
included anti-Jewish specifications. About 
7S per cent of all clerical openings bore 
discriminatory specifications, approxi- 
mately 27 per cent being specifically 
anti-Jewish 
An investigation carried out in 1951 by 
the Maryland State Employment Service 


showed that more than one-third of 
employers secking clerical and _pro- 
fessional workers insisted that their 


employees be Gentiles.

NEW ENCYCLOPADIA 
OF LITERATURE 


Criticism of Yiddish 
Section

Concern at the space allocated to 
Soviet and Left-wing authors in 
Cassell’s recently published “ Encyclo- 
pedia of Literature” has been 
expressed in an article in THe Day, 
the New York Yiddish daily. 

The author of the article, the eminent 
Yiddish poet-critic-novelist, Dr. Jacob 
Glatstein, who is himself listed in the 
Encyclopedia, tends to cxonerate the 
publishers of bias and emphasises that 
Yiddish literature:is “strongly but not 
well represenied.”” But he asserts that 
he has never heard of the editor of the 
Encyclopedia (Mr. Sicinberg) and claims 
that the editor of the Yiddish section, 
Mr. Jacob Sontag, “should have had 
better counsellors in his handling of the 
biographies of Yiddish writers.” 

Dr. Glatstein says that the preface to 
the Encyclopedia emphasises that the 
editors do not wish to give undue space 
to British authors—Kipling gets 20 lines, 
Churchill, “not a bad writer,’ 14, and 
Shaw, 36; Russian authors, solidly repre- 
sented, fare much better—Gorki has 106 
lines, and the poet, Mayakovsky, 49. 

Yiddish Writers 

Admitting that Yiddish literature is 
well represented, Dr. Glatsiein says that 
Asch has seven lines: Sholem Alcichem, 
16; Raisin, 10; S. Niger, cight: and 
Levick, a “cold” eight lines: but more 
space is allocated to little known Ameri- 
can Yiddish writers, some of whom are 
allegedly connected with the Communist 
paper, Freier. Claiming that the,- are 
‘very flagrant omissions ” in the listing 
of American Yiddish writers, Dr. Glat- 
stein. says that those omitted include 
Mani Leib, Zishe Landau. Menachem- 
Boresha, and “major living Yiddish 
essayists in America ': Mr. Sontag, on 


the other hand, “went to Paris for 
Schievin and to Warsaw for Binem 
Heller.” 

Referring to the volume as a “ great 
English encyclopedia,” Dr. Glatstein’s 
general conclusion is that the Yiddish 
section should have been in ™ better, 
more careful hands.”

THE POST-WAR REFUGEE PROBLEM

EARLY two years ago 

vehement protests by angry

ANIMATED discussion has recently been 
proceeding in our correspondence columns 
concerning the alleged backslidings of 
Jewish students.

Israel Societies at Cliftonville. Meetings 
took place of several Zionist bodies, among 
them being the 19th annual conference of 
the Federation of Zionist Youth at Westcliff 
and the 26th annual conference of.

representative meetings specially 
arranged for this holiday season, and it must 
be remembered that many. similar. confer- 
ences are arranged for other times of the 
year. In addition, one must take account 
of the normal activities of the youth clubs 
which were also in full swing during this 
period. Ali in all, it is apparent that our 
young people have been enthusiastic enough 
to devote—quite voluntarily—their recent 
vacation to meeting together for specifically 
Jewish purposes. In the case of at least the 
younger participants, they must have 
received the active support and encourage- 
ment of their parents. And in this connec- 
tion, the parents appear to be keeping pace 
with their children and following the excel- 
lent principle that it is never too late to 
learn. Thus we read of a brains trust 
organised by the Parents’ Association of the 
Clapton Jewish Youth Centre, which dis- 
cussed questions dealing with intermarriage, 
boarding schools, and youth problems in 
general. 

Educational. and social activities were 
happily blended at these meetings. The 
holding of a winter school now seems to be

becoming almost as popular as that of the 
more familiar summer school. Our young 
people are prepareds to travel even long 
distances for this purpose in their holiday 
time. Even more significant was the religious 
atmosphere that was introduced into these 
‘gatherings ang that was specially conspicu- 
ous over the Sabbath. Synagogue services 
were welcomed as a right and natural part 
of the proceedings, whatever was the particu- 
lar Jewish’ purpose for which the members 
had met. 


There seems to be some reason, therefore, 
for a more optimistic outlook. Large numbers 
of our youth are alive to Jewish interests, 
and the fact that they ask questions should 
be regarded as a welcome sign of their 
Indifference on their part would 
be a much more difficult problem for their 
elders to face. Excellent human material ts 
avaijable, but it requires to be handled with 
sympathy and understanding. It is useless 
to answer the eager questionings of youth 
with stereotyped formulas. Several of che 
gatherings which have been mentioned above 
show the success of fresh and unconven- 
tional methods of education. As we stand 
on the threshold of a new civil year, we 
may feel satisfied that the prospect for our 
youth is not without its encouraging signs. 


IS PEACE ATTAINABLE? 


IT is interesting to note the contrast between 
the two pronouncements on Israel which were 
made on Tuesday by Arab leaders. During 
his talk with Mr. and Mrs. ANEURIN BEVAN in 
Cairo, President NaGuis is reported to have 
sai’ that “Egypt harboured no aggressive 
intentions towards Israel .or any other 
nation’ and he added that stability between 
the Arab States and Israel could be created 
provided that Israel implemented the United 
Nations resolutions on repatriation and com- 
pensation of Arab refugees. On the other 
hand, Fawzi EL MULKI, the Prime Minister 
of Jordan, is stated to have declared, after 
meetings in Beirut of the Arab League Politi- 
cal Committee, that it was unanimously 
decided to reject the Israeli request (made at 
the recent meeting of the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil) for direct talks with Jordan in accordance 
with Article XII of the Armistice Agreement. 
The impression is thus created that General 
NaGuiB’s approach to the problem of Israeli- 
Arab relations is conciliatory while that of 
the Jordan Government is intransigent. Of 
course, too much should not be read into the 
report of General NAGUIB'S statement, since 
it was made at a moment when he was no 
doubt anxious to impress his visitors (who 
had shown such a warm appreciation of his 
own point of view) with the reasonableness 
of his outlook. Nevertheless, let credit be 
given where it is due. The significant aspect 
of General NAGUIB'S remark is that it shows 
that he accepts both Israel's presence on his 
borders and its right to continued existence. 
This is a slight advance on the usual Arab 
attitude that it is only-a matter of time before 
the Israelis are driven into the sea in the face 
of an overwhelming Arab onslaught. Genera! 
NAGUIB at least seems to be capable of assess- 
ing the realities of the situation. 


Moreover, the conditions which he stipu- 
lates as being necessary before peace ‘and 
Stability can be established in the Middle East 
do lend themselves to reasonable discussion. 
whereas it is evident that the one object of the 
Prime Minister of Jordan and his colleagues 
of the Arab League is at all costs to avoid 
direct discussion between the disputants. 
Indeed, this has been clear for a long time 
anc explains why no great hopes could be 
placed on the Israeli initiative at the Security 
Council... The weakness of General NaGuis’s 
argument lies in his demand that Israel should 
compiy with United Nations resolutions on 
compensation and repatriation of Arab 
refugees, for it is by no means clear what 
resolutions he has in his mind. 


So far as compensation is concerned, the 
Israeli Government has stated that “ from the 
Outset the policy was enunciated of compen- 
sating the refugees for the cultivated lands 
they had abandoned.” Israel also declared 
itself willing to “enter into discussions with 
an appropriate U.N. agency on the amount 
and mode of payment . with a view to 
expediting a solution of the refugee problem 
even without reference to any general peace 
Ssettlement.”’ Little progress has been made in 
elaborating this proposal because of lack of 
co-operation from the Arab side and the 
failure, so far, of the United Nations to estab- 
lish a figure for the total compensation to be 


paid, which, however, would have to take into 
account the property sequestered by various 
Arab Governments from their Jewish subjects 


before their emigration to Israel. 


The question of the repatriation of the 
refugees has, of course, been frequently dis- 
cussed at the United Nations but it is now 
generally agreed by all except the Arab States 
that the solution to this vexed and melancholy 
problem can be found only in schemes of 
resettlement in other Arab’countries and not 
in repatriation in Israel. Here, again, it has 
been Arab intransigence which has prevented 
the United Nations from making progress in 
dealing with the situation. Indged, it may be 
as well to remind General NaGuis of what 
Ext Misr, a leading Cairo newspaper, wrote 
on this subject in May, 1952: “ The solution 
which Arab statesmen are afraid to reveal and 
which the Arab League shrinks from facing 
is well known. The sole solution to the refugee 
question is the opening of the gates of the 
Arab countries and the settlement of the 
refugees in them.” 

General NaGuiB also indicsted that until 
Israe! implements the U.N. resolutions in 
regard to Arab refugees, he “ was content with 
the tight economic blockade.” But while it 
cannot be said that in practice Israel ts dis- 
regarding its obligations under this heading, it 
is abundantly clear that Egypt is violating its 
international obligations in imposing a block- 
ade on merchant vessels passing through 
the Suez Canal. This was strongly emphasised 
in the Security Council resolution of Septem- 
ber |, 1951, which called upon Egypt ~ to 
cease all interference ~ with commercial ship- 
ping in the Canal. 

If the President of Egypt is sincere in his 
desire—as we are prepared to believe he is— 
to see peace and stability prevail in the area, 
there 1s much which he could do to. achieve 
this end. Perhaps the resumption of negotia- 
tions with the British representatives in Cairo 
may present an opportunity tor both sides to 
do some constructive thinking on this subject, 
which has apparently now got itselt entangled 
in the whole problem of the security of the 
Canal Zone. 


PHILOSOPHERS 


lt was only the other day that Mr. Ben- 
GURION voluntanly withdrew from his 
exalted post as Prime Minister of Israel in 
order to lead a life of simplicity and con- 
templation in a remote settlement of the 
Negev. Particular significance, therefore, 
attaches to the spiritual first-frints of. his 
retirement to Sde Boker. In an article 
published in Davar he urges that Israel 
should revoke the decree of excommunica- 
tion pronounced on the philosopher Spinoza 
by the Jewish community of Amsterdam on 
July 27, 1656, tor holding. heretical views. 
Mr. BEN-GURION very happily draws a com- 
parison between SPINOZA and SOCRATES, who, 
like the former Premier, were both.believers 
in plain living and high thinking. Notwith- 
Standing condemnation by his native Athens, 
SOCRATES iS everywhere recognised as a 
supreme Greek thinker. And in the same 
way SPINOZA 1s generally acknowledged as a 
master thinker of Jewry. Both were seekers 
for truth who brought much glory upon the 
peoples from which they sprang. These 
two great philosophers derived from. their 
ancestral traditions the original stimulus and 
inspiration for their researches into religious 
and ethical problems. In the case of 
SPINOZA it seems clear that a principal 
reason for his excommunication was the 
misguided fear of the Jewish authorities that 
they might otherwise incur the enmity of 
the Church. Being refugees from the Inquisi- 
tion, they did not thoroughly appreciate the 
full meaning of the free and tolerant spirit 
of Holland. So, at the very same time that 
“MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL was seeking to extend 
the bounds of freedom by the readmission 
of the Jews to England, they expelled a 
religious non-conformist from their own 
communily, It is interesting that the ter- 
centenary of the resettlement of the Jews in 
England will coincide with the tercentenary 
of SPINOZA’S excommunication. Mr. Ben- 
GURION has made the fine suggestion that 
in 1956 the Hebrew University should pub- 
lish all Sprnoza’s works in a Hebrew trans- 
lation. This proposal will certainly find 
wide support among friends of the Univer- 
Sity in this country. And there will be much 
Satisfaction that Mr. BEN-GuRION’s retire- 
ment from the political arena has only 
strengthened his devotion to the principles 
of the philosophic life, for in this he shows 
his attachment to traditional Jewish values. 


About Books 
‘A HARDY ANNUAL 


The Jewish Year Book, 1954 (5714-15). 
Jewish Chronicle Publications. 14s.

With commendable promptitude this long- 
established work of reference is ready at the 
beginning of the civil year, The large number 
of persons who have become familiar with it 
will notice a difference in its setting. Whereas, 
compared with its predecessor, the volume con- 
tains thirty-eight fewer pages, nothing has been 
omitted and much new material added. This 
has been achieved by a greater use of double 
columns, and the editorial claim that the new 
arrangement will increase the usefulness of the 
book for ready reference will be generally 
endorsed. 

A new feature, which will be welcomed by 
congregations outside London as a help in 
determining the end of Sabbaths and Festivals, 
is five pages devoted to “Sunset Variation 
Table for Provinces.” Fuller information is also 
supplied in connection with regular items. For 
instance, the summary of Anglo-Jewish history, 
which used to begin with 1656. now opens with 
a paragraph on the pre-expulsion period. 

An endeavour is made to give full details 
regarding charitable and educational trusts in 
the community. Since this is a matter of con- 
siderable importance and not all users of the 
Year Book may read the preface, it is desir- 
able to draw attention to the following passage : 
“ The Editor asks for the full co-operation of 
the administrators of all such trusts and endow- 
ments in order that a more complete record may 
be made publicly available. Largely through the 
initiative of two distinguished members of the 
Anglo-Jewish community-—Viscount Samuel and 
Lord Nathan-——-the need for more precise infor- 
mation about all British charitable trusts has 
become generally recognised.” 


Comprehensive Information 


This annual is more than a handy work of 
reference to be consulted when an item of 
information is required. All who are interested 
in the institutional structure of the Anglo- 
Jewry may browse through its pages with profit. 
When, ¢.z.. one notes that no fewer than 36 
institutions are listed with the C harities Registra- 
tion Committee of the Board of Deputies, and 
it is not known how many are not registered, 
the question arises whether there is not much 
overlapping. The steady decrease in the 
number of watchers under the Burial Society of 
the United Synagogue. now consisting of only 
seven males and one female. makes one wonder 
whether the ancient rite of watching the dead 
is declining. 

With the Year Book in hand the reader like- 
wise Makes contact with Jewry in the Common- 
wealth, Israel, and indeed throughout the world. 
A comparison with the preceding tssue does not 
reveal any marked drift of the Jewish popula- 
tion, as happened in the years before. The 
section on Jewish Statistics makes. the — best 
possible estimates on the basis of the available 
material, although these must be regarded as 
hazardous. With regard to Israel. the eight 
British settlements are detailed for the first time. 
The growth of the Israeli press proceeds apace, 
and during the year five new dailies appeared, 
two of them in the Bulgarian language 

Because this annual volume has long become 
so well known, familiarity with should. not 
blunt a sense of admiration and gratitude for 
its production. A compilation of this kind is 
impossible without skilful editorshin and the 
loyal co-operation of a team of assistants. To 
them all the Anglo-Jewish community — is 
indebted for a reference book of exceptional 
value and merit.

Essays on Sociology and Social Psychology. 
By KARL MANNHEIM. Edited by Paw 
KAESKANATI. Routledee & Acvan Paul. 25s.

Protessor Mannheim, whose life in England 
was all too brief, was already « deep influence 
in sociology before his death soon after the war. 
He was still a young man when he was driven 
from his Chair in Frankfort tn 1933, His 
powers were soon recognised on his arrival in 
England; and after a period at the London 
School of Economics. he became Professor of 
Education in the Institute of Education. 

The author had a profound faith in the 
planned society, but he knew that such planning 
vould never succeed without a recognition of 
man’s mental needs and limitations. These 
essays Cover a wide range of subjects, from an 
analysis of conservative thought to the socio- 
logical nature of human valuations: and 
throughout, the volume displays Mannheim’s 
rich historical knowledge as well as his philo- 
sophical equipment, For this reason the book 
calls for concentration and critical assessment 
of not infrequent heavy germanic generalisa- 
tions. He sums up his attitude to sociology on 


a moral note—the need for a synthesis of self- 
assertion and altruism, and quotes Hillel: “ If 
1 am not for myself, who will be for me? If 
I am only for myself—then what am I for ?”

lagu, to found one of the largest 
congregations of Jews in England. 
The actual building in St. John’s 
Wood is a testimony to his courage 
and faith, rebuilt as it has been after 
its complete destruction during the war. 

He is a patient, tactful Chairman 
of the World Union for Progressive 
Judaism, the Union of Liberal and 
Progressive Jews, and, until last vear. 
with his Christian co-chairman, of the 
Society of Jews and Christians, which 
he helped to found. When in the 
chair he seizes immediately on the 
essence of any discussion and has a 
rare gift for summarising. Many 
people have felt that when they asked 
his help in the solution of a problem 
his advice was such that they left him 
feeling able to deal with it. courage- 
ously and wisely.

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BIBLICAL CHRONOLOGY 


Ages in Chaos. By 
KOVSAY Sidew if A i 21s.

“Our goal—a complete revision of 
ancient history.” This is the avowed 
aim of a scholar whose earlier work. 
“Worlds in Collision,” has already 
brought him fame or notoriety, 
according to’ the view of the critic. 

His starting-point is once again the 
Exodus. [hat event, and the len 
Plagues preceding it, he claims to have 
discovered in Egyptian hterature, in 
the little known Ipuwer Papyrus, a 
book of 17 pages in the possession of 
the museum of Leiden in the Nether- 
lands. This document, says Veli 
kovsky, is the record of the Ten 
Plagues as described by an eve witness, 
a witness, moreover, who adds another 
plague’ (hinted at in Scripture) which 
sheds a blinding light on a dark period 
of Egyptian history. The Pharaoh was 
lost in the calamity (fas Scripture 
states) and, in the consequent dis- 
organised condition of the country, 
tribes from the deserts of Arabia 
invaded the land. They were the 
Hyksos, who came after, and not 
before, the Exodus. And the Hyksos, 
continues Velikovsky, were none other 
than the Amalekites, whom the 
Israelites met as they marched towards 
Sinai. 

This is where, says the author, the 
cardinal error crept into Egyptian 
chronology. It is this which has 
blinded scholars to the remarkable 
parallels with Scripture which enable 
Velikovsky to identify such famous 
figures as the Queen of Sheba and 
Shishak, King of Egypt, as well as to 
recognise the real .writers of the 
El-Amarna Letters as Ahab of Israel. 
Jehoshaphat of Judah, and Benhadad 


and Hazael. of Syria, in place of the 
obscure and unknown princelings of 
pre Israelite.Canaan of the fourteenth 
century B.c.e. Even the iady of 
hunem. whose son Elisha’ brought 
hack to life. is identified as the writer 
of one of the letters to Pharaoh. The 
hook is as thrilling as a detective story, 
but it is tantalisingly incomplete. A 
second volume is promised in which the 
chronology from Ahab to Alexander 
will be adjusted. When that is pub- 
lished it should be possible to judge 
the value of Velikovskys theory.

— Its 
object is “to present in a popular and 
simple manner some of the niceties 
and historical facts” connected with 
the statutory prayers and the strictly 
traditional observance of Festivals and 
Fasts. References are given through- 
out to the rabbinic authorities and a 
Hebrew appendix is supplied in the 
hope that readers will thereby be 
stimulated to consult the Shulchan 
Aruch and other sources for additional 
information, 

Miss Montagu’s anthology follows 
another chronological pattern. — It 


associates with each month a particu- 
lar aspect. of life. Thus, January is 
devoted to the theme of “God 
revealed in children. May to “God 
revealed in learning.” September to 
“God revealed’ through religious 
observance.” December to God 
revealed in art. Passages are given 
from the Bible and from some of the 
ancient Jewish moralists, but most of 
them are taken present-day 
exponents of Liberal Judaism. The 
contributors include both lay and 
ecclesiastical colleagues of Miss 
Montagu. over a dozen of them being 
women. A specially composed prayer 
concludes each section 

While these booklets represent dif- 
ferent approaches to the religious life, 
in their separate ways the, both bear 
testimony to the spiritual resources 
and potentialities of Judaism.

GROUP IDENTIFICATION

T is generally agreed by all con- 
cerned with the behaviour of 
individuals that the feeling of 

belonging to groups is an important 
determinant of such behaviour. 
Our behaviour is affected according 
to the amount of identification we 
make with any of the groups that 
form in our society. The group 
might be our country, in which case 
we would become intense patriots, 
or our political party, football team, 
class, or profession. 

By belonging to a group we adopt 


is a complete reversal from the 
behaviour in smal! groups. A method 
of rating the emotional! impact of the

If, 
for example. we idemify ourselves with 
a particular group--let us say a 
political party-—-we accept certain 
traditions of that party, we accept 
views which members of that party 
hold. We vote for our political candi- 
date. we cheer our political leaders 
We identify ourselves with the group 
and feel-that we are one with it. 
lhe culture of this country jis part 
of the Western European tradition : it 
has Greek. Roman. and Hebraic 
elements. a Christian culture 
This is not to say that all members of 
the community are Christian, for that 
iS manifestly not true . but it ts true to 
say that the generally accepted norma- 
tive standards of behaviour are derived 
from Christianity, or are perceived to 
be so derived. [his being so. any 
group which is not part of this 
Christian tradition cannot particmate 
fully in the culture of this country 
Such a group would not form part of 
what is technically known as the “ in- 
group.” and would thus be an “ out- 
group.” that is a group which is in 
a society but not completely of it. The 
Jews are, quite obviously, such an 
‘out-group in. this society 

It is with the members of an out- 
group that the phenomenon of what 
might be called group belongingness 
becomes most important and has its 
effects on the behaviour of the mem- 
bers of that group rather more pro- 
minently than on the behaviour of 
members of other groups. 

Festinger’s Experiment 

[he effects of group identification 
upon Jews in certain situations has 
been the subject of an interesting 
experiment by Leon Festinger working 
for the Commission on Community 
Inter-relations of the American Jewish 
( ongress. Festinger’s study was in 
two parts: the subjects in both being 
Jewish and Catholic girls attending 
colleges in Boston. The first part con- 
cerned a number of small groups of 
ten girls who were asked to discuss 
four subjects—-two religious and two 
general—and to vote for certain mem- 
hers to represent them as a result of 
this discussion The experiment was 
so arranged that votes were taken 
both before and after the members of 
the group declared themselves to be 
either Jews or Catholics and thus the 
effect of this declaration on the voting 
was observed. The second part con- 
cerned a much larger group, and in 
this case only the candidates declared 
their religion, the voters remaining 
anonymous, Again two votes were 
taken both before and after the identi- 
fication to measure its effect. 

The results are interesting. The 
content of the subjects discussed 
seemed to have no bearing on the 
change of voting. In the small groups 
it was found that after the declaration 
by each individual of her religion, the 
Jews do not change their vote, while 
the Catholics tend to do so, m favour 
of Catholics, In the large group after 
the declaration (by the candidates 
only), the Jews tend to change their 
votes in favour of Jews, whereas the 
Catholics do not change. Thus in the 
large groups the behaviour tendency 


identification is made. [his would 
seem to suggest that Jews and Catho- 
ics are much the same with respect 
to group belongingness. but that Jews 
are more personally insecure about 
being socially accepted: or rejected im 


mixed religious groups than atholics. 


this hypothesis — of imsecurity 
prompts many more questions. Is ita 
relatively constant aspect of the 
Jewish people's behaviour in mixed 


religious groups’ Is it a function of 
belonging to the less favoured of the 
two groups represented in the experi- 
ment’? If the groups had been C atho- 
lics and Protestants would it have. been 
the Catholics who felt insecure? Or 
if the group had consisted of Negroes 
and Jews, would itt have been the 
Negroes 

this insecurity affects ‘the 
behaviour of Jews cannot be doubted. 
[he prevalence in the Jewish out- 
group of group dissociation is marked. 
and we all of us know “ self-hate ” 
Jews who will not identify themselves 
in any way with ther Jewish group. 


Parochialism and Prejudice 


Over-identification leads to paro- 
chialism and prejudice (antisemitism 
is a frequent result among non-Jews); 
and we have Jews too who refer to 


voks and shicksas or who clam 
Jewishness for every outstanding 
person indiscriminately, We must 


surely be prepared to realise that non- 
members of our group have also con- 
tributed benefits to mankind for which 
we aS part of humanity may be proud. 

The persistent question then 
becomes, what is the proper degree of 
identification or group belongingness 
which we should have’ To this ques- 
tion there is no easy answer,. but it 
may help to take some concrete 
examples. Ought I to study the poems 
of Bialik in Hebrew rather than those 
of Eliot in English, because | am more 
a Jew than an Englishman Ought I 
to vote for a Parliamentary candidate 
who is Jewish although | do not sup- 
port his party, because | am more a 
Jew than a party supporter’ Ought 
I to defend the Qibya incident among 
non-Jews because | am more a Jew 
than a man of peace? Ought I to 
support the Jewish Dramatic Society 
rather than the University Dramatic 
Society because | am more a Jew than 
a Student? Ought I to follow Dayan 
Grunfeld’s strictures of the Kinsey 
Report as invading the sanctity of the 
Jewish home rather than hail it as a 
courageous informative work, because 
lam more a Jew than a psychologist ? 
I have chosen these examples out of 
many because | have been concerged 
with them all fairly recently, and on 
each occasion I found some prepared 
to argue forcibly on both sides 

Of course, there is one quite definite 
answer to these questions that is given 
by those who maintain that Judaism 
is a complete way of life and that 
feeling of belonging to the Jewish 
group should be maximal. But those 
of us who cannot accept this. con- 
sider that we are Englishmen. students, 
scientists, and so on, as well as Jews. 
We feel the need to identify ourselves 
with these groups as well as with our 
Jewish group, and for us the persistent 
question remains.

ZIONISTS AND JEWISH EDUCATION 


“ Artificial” Controversy 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu Curonicre 


Sirn,—The controversy concerning 
the Zionist Federation and Jewish 
education contains two issues which 
are indenendent of one another. The 
first is whether money raised for Israel 
should be spent on education 
elsewhere. Those who object to this 
policy have left their protest rather 
late. The decision to spend funds on 
education in the Jewish communities 
outside Israel was taken by the Jewish 
Agency some years ago, and was 
widely publicised then and since ; it is 
not a locally hatched dark Zionist 
plot. The arguments in favour of 
spending some Zionist funds on educa- 
tion in Jewish communities all over the 
world have been stated too frequently 
to bear repetition. Those who assert 
that it is right to engage in adult 
education, but not in the education of 
youth, are saying that we should cure 
disease but not prevent it. 

| am much more deeply concerned 
with the second and more serious issuc 
which has been stated so clearly by Dr. 
Braude. The Zionist Federation, he 
considers, is an unsuitable body to under- 
take this work. The fact that the Ziontst 
Federation has stated unambiguously 
that its educational policy is in accord- 
ance with traditional Judaism and that 
it will work through the existing educa- 
tional bodies, does not allay Dr. hinsde’s 
fears. He and his friends are prepared 
to condemn and frustrate what might 
well be a sustained and fruitful contribu- 
tion to Jewish education in this country. 
| should have thought that Orthodox 
Jews sincerely concerned with religious 
education would have warmly welconcd 
a declaration from the Zionist Federa- 
tion that its educational policy is in full 
accordance with traditional Judaism: 
such a Significant gesture ts surely a 
triumphant justification—if it be needed 
—of the religious ideals which Orthodox 


Jews have always advocated 
understand the demand for safeguards ; 
one can stipulate for example that repre- 


seniatives of the Zionist Federation who 
are nominated as governors to the boards 
of Jewish schools shall be accepiable to 
the founders and the members of the 
existing committee of managers; but the 


strongest safeguard of all would surcly 
be for religious Jews to 
actively. To frustrate 
its very commencement is indicative of 
the mind that is more attached to vested 
party interests than to love of Jewish 
education, 

Cetiain sections of Orthodox Jewry 
preach and proclaim constantly that 
education must be conducted on tradi- 
tional religious lines, yet when one of 
the largest organisations in Anglo-Jewry 
publicly accepts this principle and is 
willing to act upon it, they reject the 


offer without any reservation. Why 
preach to those whom you fear to 
convert ? Truly religious Jews must 


welcome this additional activity in the 
realm of education, and having quic 
rightly asked for safeguards must, when 
satished, accept them: those who usc 
Judaism as a political programme will 
of necessity oppose the Zionist 
Federation's educational work because 
they fear that this will rob them of their 
political distinctiveness. 

This whole controversy is artificially 
created : it arises not from religious zeal, 
but from concern for the interests of a 
political group who use and explo 
religion as a party slogan. This, Sir, is 
the inevitable course of a religious poli- 
tical party, whether in Jewish or non- 
Jewish life. In the initial stages they 
seck sincerely to further religion by 
political methods, but the very character 
of the means they employ renders them 
less sensitive to the indclicacy of their 
methods: they become absorbed by the 
immediate. forget the ultimate, and arc 
finally reduced to the level of career 
politicians utilising and dchasing religion 
to retain some flicker of distinction among 
the political constellations

MR. I. DEUTSCHER ON 
ISRAEL 


Reader's Criticism 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu CHronicie 


Sirn,—On reading the interview with 
Mr. Isaac Deutscher, in vour issue of 
December 18, | am filled with astonish- 
ment that a man who is as learned 
and well informed as Mr. Deutscher 
must be, can still be unaware of cer- 
tain basic principles which = are 
apparent to any. schoolchild in Israel. 

He states that, while admiring many 
things during his visit to Israel, he did 
not become converted to Zionism. But 
one does not become “ converted” to 
Zionism. Zionism is merely recognition, 
or, better sull, an understanding, of cer- 
tain basic facts which exist whether one 
recognises them or not. The Jewish 
Homeland is no modern invention by 
wrong-minded people. Nor is the home- 
lessness of the Jews, the evils that befell 
them, and the abnormalities of their 
development a result of this homelessness. 

Mr. Deutscher refers to the tragedy of 
Jews “ driven to seek safety in this fine, 
small nation-State, when even the giant 
nation-State seems incapable any longer 
of providing safety for its inhabitants.”’ 
If Mr. Deutscher thinks that people come 
to Israel more or less as one retires to 
an air-raid shelter, then he has failed to 
understand the basic principles of 
Zionism, which are writ large over the 
whole of Israel. 

The dangers which beset the Jewish 
State are the normal dangers which con- 
front any people and any State today. 
How nice for a change tt Jews to be 
beset by normal dangers, just like the 
goyim. Personally, I consider that a real 
step forward. And if there are people 
in Israel who feel that it is better to die 
defending one’s own tiny strip of home- 
land than someone else's vast territories. 
they follow in the tradition of the great 
nations of history. As Lord Macaulay 
put it: 

“And how can man dice better 
Than facing fearful odds, 

For the ashes of his fathers, 
And the temples of his gods ?” 

Mr. Deutscher regrets that we should 
have come to the idea of a State “at a 
lume when even stronger and younge: 
nations begin to feel that the nation- 
State is in decay.’ Would Mr. Deutscher 
like to mention one people which today 
is Showing any signs of liquidating its 
State, or even of renouncing a single 
one of the perogatives of Statehood ?

Difticulties of University Societies 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRonicie 


Sirn,—One of the main difficulties of 
a University Jewish Society Commit- 
tee ts to get the active participation 
of all Jewish studenis. Mr. Prince, in 
vour issue of last week, rightly drew 
attention to those Jewish under- 
graduates who take no part in Jewish 
activities while at university. 

Even at Birmingham University, where 
the Jewish Society is very active and 
membership is high, the problem exists 
of the Jew who. while a_ student, 
apparently has no time for Judaism and 
no wish to share, even occasionally, the 
company of coreligionists. Instances are 
known of Jews from Orthodox back- 
grounds ceasing all religious observance 
and interest throughout their university 
careers. 

There is no easy solution. Jewish 
societies are usually as vigorous as they 
can be im seeking members: parents are 
equally anxious that their children should 
spend at least part of their time in Jewish 
company and should increase their know- 
ledge of Judaism while at university. But 
1 want to emphasise that in my experience 
it 1s Only the small minority. which justi- 
fies Mr. Sylvester's forthright attack in 
your columns a fortnight ago on the 
assimilative tendencies of the Jewish 
university student.

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THE ALICE MODEL 
NURSERY 


Site for New Building 
Purchased 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsu CHrownicie 


Sik,—As two who were privileged 
to work under the guidance of the 
late Mrs. Alice Modei for upwards of 
30 years, we have been asked by the 
Warden of the Stepney Jewish Settle- 
ment to appeal, through your columns. 
for the building of a new Alice Mode! 
Nursery. 


The Jewish public will remember that 
very wonderful nursery in New Rodd. 
Whitechapel, where it functioned for 
upwards of 40 years, under a committce 
composed of some of the most gracious 
ladies of the community, headed by Alice 
Model. During the war years the nur- 
sery was evacuated, and afiecr the cessa- 
tion of hostilities the old premises in 
New Road were no longer available. The 
committee of the Stepney Jewish B'nai 
Brith Settlement approached us and 
asked us 10 amalgamate with them in the 
running of their nursery. We jomed 
forces, and took the name of our beloved 
leader with us, and so we still have an 
Alice Model Nursery, which is the only 
Jewish voluntary one remaining in the 
East End of London. 

The premises in Stepney are entirely 
inadequaic for the work we are doing. 
and the need of nursery services is more 
urgent now than it was 40 years ago. 
Ten per cent of children under five have 
mothers at work. and ihe number of chil- 
dren under five is three-quarters of a 
million migher than in 1938. No child 
is admitted unless it is a priority case 
and sanctioned by the local Divisional 
Officer. The mothers pay 4s.. per day. 
and if they are unable io do so the 
case ' again referred to. the Divisional 
Officer, who considers i on its merits. 

Owmg improved social services 
poverty 18 not so rife as it used to be, 
but the housing conditions are appalling. 
A great part of the East End - was 
destroyed during the war, and despite 
great efforts by the local council and the 
L.C.C. n has been impossible to rchouse 
hundreds of families. It is only by see- 
ing the conditions under which some of 
them live that one can believe them. I 
is the mothers who suficr. as well as the 
children. They have to cope with over- 
crowding, bad saniiary conditions, and, 
very often, sickness. They are ured and 
overwrought. 

The Ministry of*Health has realised 
the urgent necessity of the new building. 
and we have both their support and that 
of the L.C.C. A site has been purchased 
a few yards from the Scitlement, and we 
hope to proceed with the scheme without 
delay. 

We need donations for the erection of 
the building and the promise of annual 
subscriptions. There are many directors 
of factories in the neighbourhood. of 
New Road who will remember us and 
our matron. to whose cheery smile they 
so generously responded in former days.

Loyalty of Liberal 
Proselytes 


To the Editor of Tue CHronicie 


Sir,—Rabbi Carlebach (in your issue 
of last week) merely reiterates Dr. 
Homa’s assertion that according to 
Orthodox Judaism, Liberal Jewish 
proselytes are not Jews. This asser- 
t10n does not in the least contradict 
Rabbi Edgar's statement that accord- 
ing to Liberal Judaism they are : and 
Rabbi Carlebach does not give the 
faintest indication why to make the 
latter statement should be to mislead 
anyone. 

Whether Rabbi Carlebach’s intcrpreia- 
tion of Orthodox Jewish Law can be 
adequaicly substantiated is another ques- 
tion. I suspect that it is open to doubt. 
Bui, however that may be. 1 feel sure 
that the overwhelming majority of Jews 
would take the view that if Orthodox 
Jewish Law pronounces Liberal Jewish 
proselytcs to be non-Jews. so much the 
worse for Orthodox Jewish Law '. They 
are not concerned with halachic techni- 
calittes, buy with the following straight- 
forward questions. Are the belicfs held 
by Liberal Jewish proselytes Jewish 
beliefs ? Are the ethical precepts which 
they try to follow Jewssh precepts Are 
the prayers which they pray Jewish 
prayers ’ Are the festivals and obser- 
vanees which they maintain Jewish fest 
vals and observances? Is their lova!lty 
to the Jewish community a Jewish 
loyalty”? tt is sufficient to pose these 
guestions to show up the absurdity of 
any but the affirmative reply 

The question of entitlement of 
Liberal Judaism to the use of certain 
traditional terms with a modified conno- 
tation is a side-issuc raised by Rabhi 
Cariebach, tt ts bound up wih the 
question whether our responsibilny to 


our Jewish heritage consists in preserv- 
ing « unchanged. or whether there is an 
even higher way of discharging our 
responsibility—to strengthen what is 
good in it, to purify what is imperfect, 
to discard what has become outdated, 
and to add what is yet lacking. In the 
latter case it can be maintained that 
Liberal Judaism is, from an important 
point of view. more Jewish than those 
forms of Judaism whose aim ecxhausis 
itself in the uncritical perpetuation of the 
past, and that such developments im the 
connotation of our traditional termimo- 
logy as it has occasioned are part of an 
historic process which its, in the deepest 
sense, justified

YESHIVA AND UNIVERSITY 
Example of King’s College 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHronictr 


Sirn,—1 venture to write to you 
again on the subject of Yeshiva and 
University mainly to emphasise the 
lessons to be learnt from the account 
of the history of King's College. Lon- 
don, given by Sir Ernest Barker (its 
Principal from 1920 to 1927) in his 
book, “Age and Youth.” 

For its first 70 years Kings was a 
clerical college was controlled by 
the Anglican Church; ms principais were 
all clergymen: only men students were 
admitted: and religious tesis were 
“imposed on all members of the staff 
whether they were teachers of philosophy 
or physics, of theology or chemisiry, of 
history or histology.” 

li is significant that the clerical manage- 
ment was itself responsible for the radical 
reform of the college. Religious tests were 
abolished in 1897 and the effect (Lo quote 
Sir Ernest) ‘' was like the removal of a 


dam: it served to improve the qualuy of 


the staff. to increase thereby the number 
of the students. and genetally to ease the 
finances of the college by making. pos- 
sible for it to be aided by public funds.” 
It made possible. for instance, the 
appointment of Sir Israel Gollancz, with 
great resulting benef to the department 
of English Siudies 

Later. the college was divided inio two 
separate self-governing scctions which 
remained housed in the same building. 
The Theological Department ¢(* yeshiva ) 
was placed under the control of a Dean 
and. Counc! The much larger seculat 
departments were incorporated in the 
University of London and governed by a 
principal and a deiegacy appoimicd by 
the Senate of the University. The ohys-

They were waiting for me. I was 
given rapid, comprehensive, and rather 
complicated instructions. Try Reb 
Moshe down the street, they said. Try 
Reb Shmuel round the corner. Ask 
Reb Yankel downstairs. Ask Reb 
Yitzchak upstairs. You may find young 
Meyer at home. Go and look for 
Avramele. Go and look. Go and find. 
‘Tell them we need a frenter. Tell them

we're waiting. I went. I flew, I 
rushed. I hurried. Up the street, 
down the street: to the tenants, to 
the neighbours. Es fehlt a yid zu 
minyan, 1 repeated urgently. I knew 
that was enough. This was a mitzva 
that could not and would not wait. 
They would leave their meals 
unfinished. They would leave their 
cosy armchairs, In fact, if they were 
in they would come. But then, they 
weren't always in. When I came back 
and reported no luck, there were other 
ways to be tried 

Occasionally we would borrow a 
man from another minyan. This was 
an accepted thing. We ourselves were 
always’ willing to lend one should the 
occasion arise. At other times we 
were quite capable of “ press-gang- 
ing” any coreligionist who happened 
to be passing. No excuse availed. 
I'm not froom, he said hopefully. 
I've got an urgent appointment, he 
said despairingly.

Providence never deserted us. At 
the eleventh hour the tenth always 
turned up, and quite frankly / was 
disappointed. Just when I was getting 
ready to welcome Elijah the Prophet, 
incognito of course, with his flowing 
beard, the garb of a beggar and the 
countenance of an angel, the long- 
awaited trenter always appeared—in 
the guise of a breathless, work-a-day 
Jew. And, believe me, Elijah himself 
could hardly have had a warmer 
reception.

Take 
out a few at a time and remove shells and 
skins with a pointed knife. (2) Make a 
slit in the nuts and put on a baking tin im 
a moderate oven for 15 minutes. 

Boiled Chestnuts. After removing 
skins, cook in slightly salted boiling water 
till tender—about 30 minutes. Drain and 
serve coated with parsley sauce or thick 
brown gravy. 

Chestnuts and Mushrooms. Boi! chesi- 
nuts till tender then return to the sauce- 
pan with sufficient thick brown gravy to 
cover, add 2? of 3 tablespoons of chopped 
mushrooms and simmer for 10 minutes. 

Chestnuts and Brussels Sprouts. Allow 
} Ib. chesinuis to 1 lb. of sprouts. Cook 
them separately till tender, then drain and 
mix together, Place in a casserole, dot 
with chicken fat or margarme, cover and 
heat through in a moderate oven. 

Chestnuts with Sweet and Sour Sauce. 
Boil 1 lb. skinned chestnuts till tender 
then drain. Melt | oz. of margarine in 
a saucepan, stir in | oz. of flour, then 
gradually add 4 pt. water in which the 
chestnuts were cooked or 4 pt. of stock, 
and 2? tablespoonfuls of vinegar. Stir 
till boiling, add a tablespoonful of sugar, 
1 tablespoonful of sultanas, and the 
chestnuts, and simmer gently 5-10 
minutes, 


Chocolate Chestnut Cream 


Chesinuts, 1 plain chocolate, 2 
sugar, | oz.: milk, 4 pt.; cream, 2 or 3 
tablespoonfuls : chocolate granules ; 
vanilla essence. 

Boi the chestnuts till tender after 
removing skins, then rub through a sieve. 
Grate chocolate and put with the milk 
and sugar in a saucepan, stir over a 
gentle heat till the chocolate is dissolved, 
then bring to the boul; stir in the chest- 
nut purée, flavour with vanilla and con- 
tinue stirring over a gentle heat for 2 or 
3} minutes until the mixture is quite 
smooth. Leave till cold, beat im the 
cream. turn mto small glasses and garnish 
with chocolaiec granules. 


Chestnut Tartlets 


Cooked chestnuts, 8 oz.: castor sugar. 
oz.; cooking sherry, 1 tablespoonful : 
1 egg: short crust: apricot jam 

SIEVE the chestnuts ard mix with the 
sugar. beaten egg. and sherry. Line patty 
tins With pastry. put 4+ teaspoonful apricot 
jam im each, then 2 or 3 teaspoonfuls 
chesinut mixture on top; smooth neatly 
and bake in a quick oven till lighily 
browned

NEW YEAR TRENDS 


The natural topic for stock markets at 
this time is “ New Year Prospects.’ The 
Stock Exchangé has just completed what 
has probably been the most satisfying 
twelve months since the war. British 
Funds have gone steadily ahead under 
the influence of improving domestic 
economy, industrials have responded to 
the return of more normal trading con- 
ditions and the abilty of Boards to 
embark on more gencrous dividend 
policies, 

How far can these trends continue in 
the coming months? Looking at the 
“debit side of the market's balance- 
sheet, labour problems and wage claims 
loom large. Higher wages, however well 
merited, bring an immediate rise tn costs. 
This factor ties up with growing foreign 
competition, particularly from _ the 
Continent. 

Against these items, the “ credit ” side 
shows hope in the field of international 

sace. There too, the tendency for 
Boards to loosen purse strings in favour 
of shareholders. Although, from past 
experience, few would care to prophesy, 
the outlook. on the whole, does seem to 
be still favourable. 

A Sweet Increase 

The interesting feature of the Tate and 
Lyle accounts for the year to 
September 26 last is thal expansion in 
home sales, resulting from the increase in 
the sugar ration, prior to the final lifting 
of restriction, was sufficient to offset a 
reduction in export business. Total 
income of £100,927,249—which is an all- 
time record—came from  £70,528,559 
home. sales against £57,244.304 the 
previous year, and £30,398,690 from 
export Sales against £38,207,515 
previously.

He proposes that in 
1956, the 300:h anniversary of the issuing 
of the decree. the Hebrew University 
should publish all Spinoza’s works in a
